cr H 4 14ch of Jaly our Army continued in 
the Neighbourhood of S:. Lauiens, and 
Baron Falk-uiteya joyn’d us wih fome 
Piemontois anu Saxe Go:has Horfe. Phat 
Day the Exemy abindon'd the Cattle 
of St. Paul, of which becaufe of its advan. 
tagious Situation we immediaccly cook Pcifeili a, 
and found in it fome Pieces of Vannon ani iume 
Ammunition. 150 Men were puc into St. Laurens 
and 50 into St. Paul, and the 15th we broke up and 
march’d by Antibes to Pio: ; the Garrifon ot Antibes 
fir'd fome Casnon thot at fuch of our Mea as pafs'd 
neareft ro them, but withow: Execu:ion. The 16ch 
we marchd to Canes, a fuaii Place on the Sea fice 
andencamp'd there: The &nemy on the Ifland 
Maiguerite fir'd hard ac us as we rals’d by u, bur 
to nopurpofe. A Collonel was f-nt before wih 
roo Horfe to Prejus, to get Bread b:k'd for our 
Army, and learn News of ihe Bvemy. Our Bag- 
gage could not keep up with usin the hard march 
we made the 16.h, and theretore we cont ucd at 
Canes the 17th. That Day a Party of 11 Men fent 
out of Antibes were made “rifuners: Count Fels 
joyn'd the Army with 2 Regimenis of Hurfe 
had been Jefe and was diivarch’d to 
the ‘Palatine and He‘fiau Horfe to haften their march 
alie us. The 18ch tos Army broke up at Midnight; 
but thar Day’s march was fo long and toilfome, that 
it was late in the Evening before half the Foot came 
to the Camp appointed near Frejus, and the other 
half in feveral Divifions joyn’d us in the Night ; but 
they were very much faugu’d, having hardly found 
any Water by the Way, and fome Men drop’d in the 
Road, choak’d with the extreme Heat and Duft. 
It was jodg’d unfafe to Jet the Troops halt that Day 
in the Hills and narrow Ways, where the Enemy 
might with eafe have incommodcd us much ; bur 
we had Jutziligence they were recir’d and had only 
pofted fome Horfe here and there. Hereupon the 
Cyunt de Beauforce was fent forward with 50 Horfe 
to get further News of the Enemy, and Baron Fal- 
kenfteyn to fee a good Quantity of Bread provided. 
The 19:h we refted at Frejus ; whi her Advice was 
brought that a Regiment of Pelaiine Horfe was 
come to our laft Camp at Canes, that our Artillery 
was arriv’d not far fram thence, and that the Heffian 
Horfe which were left bebind were arriv’d ar Sr. 
Laurens. The 20th the Horfe breke up from Frejus 
tnd march’d before ; feveral Soldiers that were 
drop'd behind came in to the Foor; the Heffian 
Horfe and Ariillery came thar Day to Canes ; and 
We had Intelligence that a Body of the Enemy was 
drawing together at Grace, in order to march to 
Toulon, In the Night we broke up from Frejus, 
and the 21ft, when the Day was far fvent, reach’d 
Arca, where were encamp’d the Horfe that had 
merch’d before. That Day the Party with which 
the Coun: ef Beaufort kad been fent ont for Intelli- 
Seec, come back, and reported that the faid Count

The 26 b the Arms came to 
la Valiette, where the Head Quaries way fix’, 
the Troops «:.czmp'd a luce forwarder within about 
a Mile anda Helfof Toulon ; and becaufe feveral 
Parties were on the Rifing-Grounds over againft 
which our Right Wicg encamp’d, ano fied on that 
Wing, fume Grenadiers were commanded our to 
drive them from thence: Which done the Duke of 
Savoy and Prince Eugene went up tke Hills to rake 
a View of the Place, aud being come to she higheft 
Ground, they taw .he Enemy had pofted cheir 
Troops in a tortified Camp, under che Cannon of 
the City, wiih their Righ: extended to the own, 
and their Left to a fteep Moun:ain inacerilible on 
the fide towards the Country. The Town ic felf 
did not appear to be ftrong ; but it was judg'd we

-tillery plac’d here and there; chat the En my’s Com- 


munication cannot cafily be cut off ; avd thar the 
Town cannot be invefted becaufe of the Hills about 
it, before we are mafters of thole Emins:ces. For 
3 Days together the Wind had been ftormy, and 
we could have no Communica:ion with the Fleet ; 
but the 26th they came fate ro the Iflands Hieres. 
The 27th another View was taken of the Enemy’s 
Camp, and "twas refolv’d to defire the Admiral 
of the Fleet to aifift at a Conncil of War: No In- 
telhgence could be got in ‘he Country abour us, 
whether the Enemy exoected futther Reinforce- 
men's. The 28h it was known that they were 
collecting all the Forces they could, and that fome 
more Trops were got into their Camp. That Day 
Admiral Shovel with feveral of the chief Officers of 
the Fleet came to our Camp, and held a Conierence 
with our Generals; after which 3000 Men were 
commanded our, ro drive the Enem; from an Emi- 
nence on which they lad intrench’d them{elves with 
a good Number of .Men. The 29th the Attack was 
made, and fucceeded well, for our Men mace them- 
{elves Mafters of the Eminence, and the French re- 
tird to others, whence they fird briskly on onr 
Men, but with no great Execution. That Dey we 
drew fome light Pieces and 2 Mortars up the faid 
Eminence ; and the Prince of Saxe-Gotha and Ge- 
neral Zumjangen were order’d the 30th with 35p0 
Men, to tmarch at Day-break up the Hills, and fe- 
cond Baron Rhebinder and Connr Conigfec, who 
were commanded to drive the Enemy from their.taft 
fortified Eminence. Deferters reported, that , the 
Enemy had 4 Battallions and a Regiment of Dragoons 
in the Citv, and 36 Battallions in their Irtrench- 
ments ; and that they were drawing together. a Body 
at Riet. In the Evening we faw they drew fome 
Cannon up the laft mention’d Eminence or Hill. 
The goth the forefaid 3000 Men march’d out of our 
Camp, and advancing through a Way where only» 
2 of them could march abreaft, before Day-break 
a:tark’d the Enemy gand were feconded by the 3500 
Men ; fo that the French were foon beaten from the

Bread, Wine, 
and all Sorts of Victuals are extraordimary dear in 
their Camp; and thar Scarcity caufesa very great 
Defertion of their SJdiers, whoa’ affirm thev wzre 
allow’d 4 Oances of Bifeuica Day. They are 
likewife in Want of Forrage, fo that the Duke of 
Savoy had been oblig’d to keep but gooo Horfe in 
the Camp, and to tecd the reft into the Country 
behind to get Subfiftance. They ravage che Coun- 
try which they foar'd at filt, plunderiog and burn- 
ing even Places chat hat taken Savepaards and 
had fubmicced to Contribu-ion. . Thefe Violations 
of the Laws of War, ha:e made a greac Num- 
Ber of Péafanzs take Arms, retire to the Mountains, 
and kill all cha: ftragg!e from their Camp. The 
Marfhal de Teffe is in this Town with feveral 
Genrral Officers, to draw together the Troops 
which come from all Parts to form the Army. 
The People of Provence thew their Zeal and 
Fidelity, by keeping Provifions ready in the Places 
through which Troops pals, and even meetin 
them with Refrefhments, The Count de Medavy 
Will foon arrive here, having pafe'd the Durance at 
Mirabean, with a Body of 7 or Booo Men which 
are expected herein a Day or two.And then che M.de 
Teffe wi!! go with 12000 Men aad cucamp at Gemenos 
‘beyond Aubagne, «9 cover this Town and Marf illes ;

Bri ffs, Avguft i7. All the Advices from Marimont, 
Binche, and other Piaces, agree, that the Enemy by 
their long and hafty Marches from one Camp to ano- 
ther, during a hard Rain that made the Roads unpaflable, 
loft a_ great Number of Men and Horfes; that they 
were fore’'d to leave many of their Waggons and Carts 
ft ck fait in the Mire ; that for 3 Days and 3 Nights 
tozether their Men had neither Tents nor Baggage, and 
had Bread diftributed to them but once in all that 
Time; and that befides their Troops are fo wealen'd 
by this and by Defertion, that the Battallions which 
were compleat are leffen’d to 150 Men. Above 100> of 
their Deferrers have pafs’d through this Place, and ye- 
fterday 6:0 together pafs’d through here, fo that tis 
reckon’d with thefe and what are got to Louvain, 
Mechlin, Liege, and Maeftricht, the Enemy have loft 

020 Men fince they left Gemblours. Yetierday their 

rmy broke up agen from Cambron, and march’d to- 
wards Leufe, with Defign to retire to Mont la Frinite 
or Pont d’Efpiers on the Schelde. The Duke of Marl- 
borough had refoiv’d to attack the Enemy Yefterday at 
Cambron, but hearing they were mov’d ‘off towards 
Leufe he Jet his Troops reft. ’Tis talk'd that to Mor- 
row our Army will march towards Chievre, to draw 
hear to the Enemy, and if poflible force them to an 
Engagement. A great Quantity of Meal is fent from 
hence to Audenarde, for baking Bread for our Army, 
which will follow the Enemy to Flanders. 


From the Camp at Soignies, Avguft 18. ‘ The great 
* Rains which have fallen of ‘ate for feveral Days, ha- 

ving made the ways altogether unpaflable, have o- 
bliged us to give over the purfuit of the Enemy, and 
made us ftay in this Camp. In the mean time the E- 
nemy are fortifying the Avenues of theirs, in the beft 
manner the Weather will permit. The !eferters 
come over to us, confirm how much they have fuf- 
fered in their March for want of Bread. 

Hague, Aug. 19. The Rnvcy of Savoy here mekes 
preiling, tho’ modeft, Solicitations, rhat the Auxt'- 
ary German Troops in the Duke his Mafter's Anny, 
may be put wishout Reftriction under his own 
mediare Command.
